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Wind Farm 
Opponents 
Seek Stay of 
Construction

Opponents of the offshore South Fork Wind 
farm that recently received federal approval 
are asking a judge to block the land-based 
portion of construction from starting on the 
project under arguments that can be heard in 
a pending related lawsuit. 

Citizens for the Preservation of Wainscott 
on December 20 filed a motion in the Ap- 
pellate Division of New York State Supreme 
Court to block the construction until the court 
has an opportunity to rule on the group’s ap- 
peal of the state Public Service Commission's 
decision allowing the cable to come ashore in 
Wainscott. 

“There are better route alternatives — con- 
sistent with how every other wind farm in 
America has proposed to land its cable,” said 
Michael McKeon, a group spokesman. “We 
continue to believe a fair hearing on the mer- 
its will result in a better project that we can 
all support.” 

The wind farm’s developers, @rsted & Ever- 
source, said construction could start as soon 
as January, now that the project — billed as 
the first of its kind in the state — cleared its 
final regulatory hurdle. The plan includes 12 
turbines some 30 miles off Montauk’s coast. 

The Wainscott group, which previously 
tried to incorporate as a village in a bid to 
fight the cable, argues that bringing the cable 
ashore at an alternative location, Hither Hills, 
would avoid disrupting residential neighbor- 
hoods before it is linked up to a station in 
East Hampton. The wind farm developers did 
not respond to a request for comment.

Partner to Help 
Feral Cats on the 
East End

The Animal Rescue Fund of the Hamptons, aka 
ARF, recently announced a new partnership with 
Westhampton’s Bideawee to help feral cats on 
eastern Long Island. 

Their work began on December 9 ae ARF 
traveled from East Hampton to Bideawee’s Wes- 
thampton facility for the first of what will be 
monthly spay/neuter clinics to address the feral 
cat population in Suffolk County. 

ARF’s medical team, led by Medical Direc- 
tor Dr. Christine Asaro, vaccinated and spayed/ 
neutered 30 community (feral) cats at the launch 
event to reduce the exponential growth of free- 
roaming cats and the suffering of countless kit- 
tens in the future. The surgeries took place inside 
ARF’s mobile spay/neuter van at Bideawee, and 
ARF’s staff and volunteers managed intake and 
recovery for the cats in Bideawee’s facility. 

For years, both ARF and Bideawee have been 
battling the same issue separately using the Trap- 


_Neuter-Return (TNR) approach, which the organi- 


zation says is the most humane and effective way 
to manage the feral cat population. Since its incep- 
tion in 1997, ARF’s Operation Cat Program (Op 
Cat) has altered and vaccinated more than 28,000 
free-roaming cats in Suffolk County. Additionally, 
Op Cat enlists a vast network of volunteer caretak- 
ers who provide food and shelter for cat colonies, 
ensuring that the cats remain healthy while their 
numbers decline over time, thanks to TNR. 

Bideawee assumed responsibility of the Feral 
Cat Initiative (FCI) in 2019, formerly run by the 
Mayor’s Alliance for NYC’s Animals, which has as- 
sisted more than 200,000 feral cats. FCI provides 
a wealth of information to the public such as free 
training and support, and access to resources and 
services to promote TNR and responsible colony 
management. FCI also plays a key role in directing 
colony caretakers to TNR services like Op Cat. 

“As longtime TNR ad- 
vocates, we are thrilled 
about this exciting 
partnership between 
our organizations. TNR 
saves countless kittens 
from being born on our 
streets and keeps the. 
free-roaming cats of 
Long Island safe and 
healthy,” Leslie Grang- 
er, CAWA, president 
and CEO of Bideawee, 
said.

Suffolk Jail Lit in Blue for Human 
Trafficking Awareness Month

Suffolk County jail in 
Riverhead is being lit 
up in blue throughout 
January for National 
Slavery and Human 
Trafficking Prevention 
Month, a campaign to 
raise awareness to the 
scourge of modern-day 
slavery. 

Suffolk County Sher- 
iff Errol D. Toulon Jr., 
whose department is 
tasked with the care and 
custody of people held 
pending criminal trial 
and those serving sen- 
tences for misdemeanor 
convictions, 
hopes lighting up the 
center of the building’s 
facade will help educate the public to recognize the 
signs of human trafficking. 

“Human trafficking is happening in Suffolk Coun- 
ty and in communities across the country,” said 
Toulon. “Most often these victims are women who 
are vulnerable due to a substance abuse issue and 
who may have had several traumatic experiences 
throughout their lives. It’s not uncommon for youth 
in the foster care system to fall victim to traffickers, 
but men and women from all backgrounds can be- 
come victims.” 3 

Human trafficking is defined as sexual exploita- 
tion or labor acts induced by force, fraud or coer- 
cion, such as vulnerable undocumented immigrants 
intimidated into prostitution under threat of depor- 
tation. Numerous sex trafficking cases have made 
headlines in Suffolk in recent years.

Toulon launched the Sheriff's Anti-Trafficking Ini- 
tiative Unit in 2018, billed as the first-of its kind in 
the country operating from inside a correctional fa- 
cility, which aims to ensure that all victims of human 
trafficking who pass through the jail are identified 
and have access to the services they need to recover. 

Since its inception, the unit has conducted more 
than 2,700 interviews, identified 239 human traf- 
ficking victims and revealed 148 perpetrators, ac- 
cording to the sheriff's office. Such cases are jointly 
investigated by local, New York State and federal 
agencies working with the Suffolk County Anti-Traf- 
ficking Initiative. 

Between 2008 and 2020, local authorities made 
31 human trafficking arrests in Suffolk, the major- 
ity being sex trafficking cases, according to the state 
Division of Criminal Justice Services. 


2 Riverhead 
Residents Charged 
with Murder

Two Riverhead residents have been arrested for 
allegedly killing a 25-year-old Shirley man in Co- 
ram during a robbery last month, Suffolk County 
police said and court records show. 

Marcus Reid, 23, was arrested on December 13 
and Monique Brown, 28, was taken into police cus- 
tody on December 28, authorities said. Both were 
charged with second-degree murder in the death of 
Branzel Bonner Jr., authorities said. 


Sixth Precinct police officers responded to the 
woods behind 50 A Middle Country Road after a 
person found a man shot at 9:53 a.m. on December 
2, police have said. Bonner was taken to Stony Brook 
University Hospital, where he was pronounced 
dead. os 

In addition to the murder charges, Reid was in- 
dicted December 17 on a charge of criminal posses- 
sion of a weapon, and Brown was indicted the same 
day on a charge of robbery, court records show. 

Reid pleaded not guilty in Suffolk County court 
on December 23 and was ordered held without bail 
at Suffolk County jail. Brown pleaded not guilty on 
December 28, when a judge set her bail at $150,000 
bond or $50,000 cash, which was not posted. Brown 
is due back in court on January 21 and Reid is due 
back on February 16. 

Homicide Squad detectives are continuing the 
investigation.

month after Ralph George re- 

ired, I called him up and invited 

him to have coffee with me at John 

Papas Café so we could talk about the 

time he and I took down Serenity. He 
had a better idea. 

“Stop by my house about io to- 
morrow,” he said. “How do you 
take your coffee?” 

“Milk, no sugar,” I said. 
“But I don’t know where 
you live.” 

He told me. He lived on 
Springy Banks Road be- 
tween the cross streets of Soak 
Hides Road and Three Mile Harbor 
Road. For his 40 years as chief of the 
East Hampton Marine Police, he could 
walk to his police boat every day. 

The house was a small ranch affair. 
His wife met me at the door and led 
me down to an unfinished basement 
where George sat in a swivel chair 
amidst all the accolades, awards and 
framed photographs that described 
the arc of his career. A furnace was in 
the far corner. 


He gave me a tour. There ae 


awards from the police department, 
photographs of him in his uniform in 
his little boat with the flashing lights 
on the roof, of him giving out a ticket, 
of him shaking hands with million- 
aires and celebrities. 

An old marine radio tuned to the 
emergency channel squawked on a 
shelf amidst weather gauges and com- 
passes. 

“Anything about the time we took 
down Serenity?” I asked. 

“I have your article about it in a 
frame,” he said, “but that is it.” 

“That was quite a time,” I said. 

“The highlight of my career,” 
said.

In 1976, at the age of 37, I bought a 
house on the side of a hill that looks 
out across the street to a sunset over 
boats docked at this inlet on Three 
Mile Harbor. I still live there. I love 
this spot. Others do, too. Often, mo- 
torists will stop in front of the house 
to watch the sunset. Nearly 200 yachts 


and sailboats bob in the slips of four 
marinas here. What a scene as the sun 
goes down. 

Something I enjoyed doing in those 
early years at sunset was to take my 
wife and family in a little boat I kept 
in one of the slips to one of the four 
restaurants that sit waterfront 2 miles 

further along the harbor near to 
the jetty that leads out into 
_Gardiners Bay. The speed 
limit for boats in the har- 
bor was 5 miles an hour. 
My 6-horsepower outboard 
would push us along for a 
half hour to dinner. Later, as 
darkness fell, we'd put on run- 
ning lights, following the buoys of 
the sea lane, and motor back home. 

It was during one of these trips up 
the harbor that we met Chief George. 
He pulled his police boat close and 
said he was just making sure everyone 
had a life jacket buckled on, which we 
all did. The kids, age 3, 5, 12 and 14, 
enjoyed meeting him. 

Late one afternoon in early July, 
we almost got killed by a twin-engine 
seaplane coming low over the sea lane. 
Frighteningly, it set down several hun- 
dred yards ahead of us and, still going 
50 miles an hour, roared toward us. I 
swerved out of the lane to get out of its 
way just in time. And, with our boat 
rocking badly, watched the seaplane 
skimming along fast, to turn into our 
little inlet and disappear amidst the 
boats there. Soon thereafter, still. at 
dinner, we watched it scoot the other 
way and noisily take off. 

The following Friday afternoon, I 
watched the same thing happen, but 
from the safety of our front deck. The 
seaplane pulled into the inlet and 
came to a halt just 50 yards offshore 
from one of the largest yachts parked 
in a marina on our right. It’s name, 
“Serenity,” was on the yacht’s side. 
After a while, a 14-foot tender came 
chugging slowly out toward the sea- 
plane, the name Serenity on its side. 
A uniformed man was at the wheel, 
but as it arrived, he tied up to one of 
the wing struts and helped a man in 
a business suit with a briefcase climb 
down from the cockpit and onto his

tender. Then he motored back to Se- 
renity, the yacht. After that, the sea- 
plane turned and roared off. 

The next thing I did, from the safe- 
ty of our house, was to call Captain 
George of the Marine Patrol. 

“I saw him,” George said grimly. 

“I think he must do this every Fri- 
day,” I said. 

“I’m gonna catch him.” 

The following Friday, the seaplane 
again arrived. Watching from the deck 
as the businessman was being helped 
into the tender, Captain George ap- 
peared, standing at the wheel of his 
22-foot police boat with his lights 
flashing. His boat emerged slowly 
from behind a ship docked on the 
other side of the inlet and proceeded 
to try to catch the seaplane in the act. 
Instead, the seaplane pilot saw him, 
and in an instant after the tender 
was away, turned and, with. George 
only halfway across the inlet, swung 
around and roared off. 

Captain George watched him go. 
Then he looked up at me and waved. 
He'd failed. So he turned off his flash- 
ing lights and motored back to the 
marina.

And this time, he got them. He made 
the businessman stay in the cockpit 
with the pilot as he slowly and care- 
fully wrote out his summons. He then 
wanted the businessman to climb 
down to the police boat.

Instead, the 
pilot came down and as the business- 
man slunk off in the tender, George

Here 
are 10 local Twin Forks stories to 
watch in 2022. 


EAST HAMPTON AIRPORT 

The long-running debate over the 
East Hampton Airport should finally 
come to a resolution this year, al- 
though if history is any guide, a law- 
suit is likely to follow whatever that 
resolution may be. 

At issue is what the Town of East 
Hampton will do now that it was freed 
in September of Federal Aviation Ad- 
ministration grant assurances that 
mandated that the airport in Wain- 
scott be kept open. Business leaders 
maintain that it is critical to the local 
economy, while environmentalists 
argue that it should be closed due to 
ground and noise pollution. The East 
Hampton Town Board has signaled its 
intent to find middle ground with the 
idea to temporarily close the airport, 
which would allow it to reopen with 
restrictions on types of aircraft and 
time. 

How long will the airport need to be 
closed and will the plan actually sat- 
isfy both sides? Stay tuned.

FIMPING AHEAD 

While federal officials recently told 
Dan’s Papers that the long-stalled 
Fire Island to Montauk Point (FIMP) 
storm flooding mitigation project 
would not reach the East End for 
another year or two, potential costly 
court battles loom before construc- 


tion crews arrive. 

Attorneys for wealthy Hamptons 
oceanfront property owners who will 
be asked to provide for FIMP ease- 
ments — a legal right of way allow- 
ing crews to perform work on private 
property — may fight such requests. 
Hundreds of easements are required 
to advance the project. If negotia- 
tions break down, cases can go to 
court under eminent domain, the le- 
gal process in which the government 
acquires private property for public 
use. 

The first phase of the $1.7 bil- 
lion project kicked off in Decem- 
ber off Fire Island more than 
a half century after it was first 
proposed. 
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ISLAND WATER PARK DEBUT? 

Island Water Park, an extreme water 
sports park that is being built on a 46- 
acre plot in Calverton, was supposed to 
open last year, two decades after it was 
first proposed. 

Now, with the project underway, it 
appears that 2022 could be the year 
East Enders finally see Island Water 
Park open for business, offering bum- 
per boats, water slides, a surf pool and 
other amenities. It would be the first 
water park to open in the region since 
Splish Splash debuted in 1991. 


_ PERSISTENT PANDEMIC 

As the current and ongoing winter 
surge of COVID-19 cases has shown, 
the coronavirus pandemic is not going 
away anytime soon. 

Suffolk County saw nearly 4,000 new 
cases diagnosed on January 3, which 
was another day of near record-highs 
as Long Island’s seven-day average per- 
centage of positive test results reported 
over the prior three days topped 25%, 
according to state health data. 

While widespread vaccinations have 
helped mitigate the severity of cases for 
many people, the statewide hospitaliza- 
tion rate is now as bad as the first wave of 
the pandemic. 


POT HAMPTON 

Now that the towns of Southampton, 
Riverhead and Brookhaven became 
three of only four on Long Island — the 
other being Babylon — to allow recently 
legalized recreational marijuana dis- 
pensaries to open, it’s only a matter of 
time before part of the East End be- 
comes LI’s weed district. 

While all eyes are on the state’s Can- 
nabis Control Board, which is tasked 
with regulating and licensing such fa- 
cilities — something that may not hap- 
pen until next year — the Shinnecock 
Indian Nation’s planned Little Beach 
Harvest dispensary in Southampton 
may open first since it’s being built on 
the tribe’s reservation, which is sover- 
eign land.

SAG HARBORFRONT SAGA 

The ongoing debate over how to best 
utilize the Village of Sag Harbor’s water- 
front — an issue that dominated its elec- 
tions and resulted in a change of mayoral 
leadership last summer — is sure to con- 
tinue making waves.

What inspired this week’s 
cover art, “Red Cardinals in 
Snow?” 

I have a calendar I saved from 
1979, painted by artist Nanae Ito. 
I have always saved pictures that 
inspire me. It took me a while, but 
I finally got around to painting 
something similar. 


How was this piece created? 
Walk us through your process. 
First, I made a rough composi- 
tion with Photoshop. Then, I did 
a light pencil sketch on the water- 
- color paper. I used liquid resist to 
draw the snow covered branches. 
The rest was done in watercolor. 


What makes this artwork 
such an ideal fit for a Dan’s 
Papers cover? 

Well, it is literally an exact fit 
— it’s 11 inches by 14 inches. But 
seriously, cardinals are often seen 
on Long Island. They are always a 
beautiful sight. 


How would you describe your 
art style, and how did you de- 
velop it? 

When I was very young, I loved 
birds and admired John James 
Audubon. I thought I wanted to be 
like him when I grew up, but when 
I found out he shot the birds that 
he drew, I had second thoughts. 
Still, he was an inspiration. I love 
all animals, science, nature and 
art. I create something new every 
day. Even if it is just a doodle or an 
idea — I’m always creating. I also 
love experimenting with new tech- 
niques and materials. I sometimes 
dream of a painting that I want to 


- do. 


What artistic accomplish- 
ment are you most proud of? 

I don’t think I’ve gotten there yet. 
Although I sold my first drawing 
in junior high, I have only recently 
been putting more time and ef- 
fort into getting my art seen by the 
public.

My husband Murray and I 
silently looked at each other and 
simultaneously got up to sit out- 
side in the garden. Our discom- 
fort seeing people who looked so 
different from our beautiful baby 
frightened us. 

It was a lesson I’ve never for- 
gotten. 

Each of our following visits to 
Willowbrook began to take down 
the curtain of our discomfort. But 
it took a while to begin to feel com- 
fortable around people who looked 
so different. 

Learning that lesson 50 years 
ago made me realize how critical- 
ly important it is to understand

the prejudices I experienced dec- 
ades before. 

Lara taught me great lessons, 
one of which was that I had been 
uncomfortable with people whom 
I didn't know. 

I wish I could invite the world 
to visit Queens and walk through 
the streets of our many diverse 
neighborhoods living side by side 
peacefully. 

For example, in Jackson Heights 
on 74th Street, it feels and looks 
and smells like you are in Mumbai. 
Then, walking down Roosevelt 
Avenue, you see the Spanish com- 
munities have created clubs, res- 
taurants, bodegas and stores. Then 
just a few blocks west, the Asian 
world has created shops for their 
community featuring their locales’ 
specialities. 

Flushing has become a promi- 
nent destination for the city’s Asian 
population and.is home to a pleth- 
ora of great restaurants, shops, 
hotels and Flushing High School, 
where 130 languages are spoken. 
Now, Queens is home to the city’s 
biggest and best “Chinatown” 

Tlove walking down those streets, 
passing from one world into

Mc people yearn to have loving, healthy and 
successful relationships with family and 
friends. For those who are looking for a romantic 
love relationship, most people can tell you in great 
detail exactly what they want or don’t want in a part- 
ner. However, the reality is that unless each of us is 
in a good place emotionally and psychologically, we 
will simply not be able to find and maintain a loving 
and truly satisfying relationship with anyone. Are 
you prepared to ask yourself some difficult, but nec- 
essary questions? 

1. Are you satisfied with yourself and the quality 
of your life and your relationships? 

2. What do you feel stands in the way of your hap- 
piness and personal goals? 

3. If you're unsure, are you willing to find out? 

4. And if and when you discover the challenges 
facing you, are you willing to acknowledge, address 
and resolve your issues — understanding, of course, 
that we can’t change history? 

I’ve discovered that the majority of people who are 
genuinely happy with their lives are not rich and fa- 
mous and beautiful — nor are they people who 
are immune from life’s traumas and trag- 
edies. In treating thousands of people over 
the past 35 years at every age and stage in 
life, and from every socioeconomic back- 
ground, gender and sexual orientation, 
I've discoyered there is only one primary 
difference between those who wake up ev- 
ery morning thankful to be alive and those 
who are embittered about life and who are 
caught in a downward spiral of depression, anxi- 
ety, substance abuse of various kinds or other psychi- 
atric problems. 

The embittered group tends to complain inces- 
santly about their difficulties and disappointments 
— blaming everyone from their parents and friends 
to their lovers and spouses for their unhappiness. 
The happier group has had their share of disap- 


pointments and trauma, too, but made a decision — 


to take whatever steps are necessary to emotionally 
process what did and didn’t happen in their lives 
that may have contributed to their problems. They 
are committed to NOT becoming victims of their 
circumstances. They are the people who seek pro- 
fessional help when necessary and are committed 
to tackling their problems head on. 

They are the mentally and emotionally healthy 
ones who I see in my office every day. They’re my 
heroes for their courage and integrity. They’re men 
and women from every walk of life — young and 
old, single, married, divorced, widowed, gay, bi and 
trans — determined to finally put their skeletons in

the closet (past and present) to rest. With determi- 

nation and commitment to the therapeutic process, 

most succeed beyond their wildest dreams and 
expectations. 

Life inevitably confronts us with a 

variety of problems and challenges. A 

baby is stillborn. A -parent or loved 

one dies. A marriage is dissolved. A 

friend or lover betrays us. An illness 

strikes. We lose our jobs and face a 

financial upheaval. It’s how well or 

poorly that we emotionally deal with 

our sorrows that will determine whether 

we get through them or whether we will re- 
main stuck. 

We all know people who, regardless of their pain 
and suffering, will tell us that everything is just fine. 
Whether it is to convince others or themselves, these 
people never emotionally deal with their pain, frus- 
trations, disappointments, loneliness, anger, feeling 
of alienation, angst and fears. They mask their feel- 
ings or escape experiencing their true emotions. In- 
stead they use any number of defense mechanisms 
that may include avoidance, denial, blame, suppres- 
sion, sublimation, projection and defensiveness. 

Work, alcohol, drugs, pornography, gambling, ex- 
tra-marital affairs or other self-destructive behav- 
iors and activities are frequently used as yet another 
means of escape. Many wealthy women and men. 
that I’ve treated spend their days acquiring more 
and more designer clothes, jewelry, cars and luxury 
properties in hopes that these purchases will dull 
their psychic pain. The high they experience usually 
lasts for only a short period of time. 

What are the consequences of not stepping up to 


the plate to deal with one’s demons? People pay a 


price physically, mentally and spiritually. The ma- 
jority of people, upon entering therapy with me, had 
a variety of physical problems including insomnia, 
depression high blood pressure, panic attacks, mi- 
graines, gastrointestinal problems, high cholesterol, 
back pain, ulcers, colitis an other aches and pains. 
They almost all had relationship problems, as well. 
But when they began to give themselves permission 
to finally deal with their psychic pain, the majority 
began to feel much better not only emotionally but 
physically as well. 

Keeping a stiff upper lip is a sure recipe for di- 
saster. If we continually stuff our emotions, these 


. unexpressed feelings will surely find a place to lodge 


somewhere within our body. 

If we are hoping to have a happy and joyful life, 
we all need to be willing to face our pain and unhap- 
piness, so that it can finally be put to rest. It is only 
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then that we are truly free to embrace life. It’s only © 


then that we are ready and able to have successful 
and loving relationships.

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Health on the Frontlines: 


Yoga for Autism and Surviving COVID

A s we humans are being challenged by the 
physical threat of COVID-19, the mental 


threat of the pandemic and isolation is tak- © 


ing its toll on many. The effects on the special 
needs and autistic members of our communi- 
ties are often even greater. 
- I recently had the honor and opportunity to 
speak to Serena Azizo, a master yoga instruc- 
tor to the stars and a certified yoga instructor 
to the autistic who has firsthand experience 
with this fact. This past summer, she taught 
yoga lessons at the Luv Michael autism homes 
with great results from the students. 
Azizo told me, “If you are breathing, you are 
-doing yoga.” She calls yoga a workout, but also 
a “work in.” It is an opportunity to align our 
goals and intentions with soothing and chal- 
lenging yoga poses called asanas. It prepares 
us to embrace our day with purpose and calm. 
Unlike competitive sports, yoga is a practice 
with oneself. Group yoga can be a collective 
force of shared energy in a communal setting. 
Autistic students who may have coordination 
issues should not feel the need to compete at 
_ yoga, which helps improve self-esteem, as all

are equal in yoga classes. 

Meditation, visualization and essential oils 
can all become part of the yoga experience and 
relieve stress. Azizo has a sibling with autism 
spectrum disorder (ASD) and is familiar with 
the challenges and exclusions in the special 
needs and autism population. She creates an

Resident, Has Died at 48

N2" M. Salvaggio of Riverhead, 
a former community columnist 
and photographer at The Southamp- 
ton Press, died unexpectedly on the 
morning of Monday, December 27 
after a long struggle with leukemia. 
His death was due to complications 
from pneumonia and a suppressed 
immune system. He was 48 years old. 

Predeceased by his father, Joseph 
N. Salvaggio, he is survived by his 
mother Clare Salvaggio, stepfather 
B. Drummond Ayres Jr., fiancée 
Nancy Anne Koltzan, an aunt and two 
uncles, as well as numerous cousins 
— along with his cat Tuxedo and dog 
Hudson, who were his world. 

Neil grew up in Manhattan and Sag 
Harbor. He attended Riverdale Coun- 
try School, Providence College and 
Southampton College. During vaca- 
tions from school and on weekends, 
he enjoyed working at Conca D’Oro 
restaurant in Sag Harbor, where he 


learned to make pizza, discovered 
a love for figs and enjoyed greeting 
customers, nearly all of the time. But 
some, he said, left a lot to be desired. 


He was also a classified advertising © 


salesman for The Southampton Press 
newspaper, where he worked for 16 
years, mostly in the Westhampton of- 
fice. While there, Neil was referred to 
as “The Mayor,” because he seemed to 
know everyone. 

A sensitive, generous and funny 
soul who loved his life and never 
showed anger at his illness — only a 
desire to get better — Neil was also 
a fearless cook who loved experi- 
menting with new ingredients and 
concocting new recipes, mostly all 
delicious. His fishing trips with his 
cousins were the highlights of the 
year, with or without a successful 
catch. Cultivating his own vegetable 
patch was a new venture for him 
since moving to the North Fork with 
his fiancée Nancy, and he delighted in 
sharing its bounty. 


Relatively new to Riverhead, Neil 
fell in love with the area and made a 
point of trying everything local, shop- 
ping local and tasting local food. He 
also enjoyed time on the beach and 


‘hunting for sea glass. 


As an avid Yankees fan, he celebrat- 
ed and suffered through their sea- 
sons, never losing faith, and he was 
also a loyal but disappointed Jets fan. 

Neil never missed an episode of 
Jeopardy and heaven forbid anyone 
should talk during the program. But 
along with his recent love of food and 
cooking, photography was his passion 
and he enjoyed nothing more than 
capturing special moments in time. 

Following his death, a massive out- 
pouring of love and loss filled Neil’s 
Facebook page. Messages flowed in 
with fond memories. and prayers as 
the many lives he touched processed 
the shock of his passing. |

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R. Couri Hay, Publicist, Gossip Columnist

rom Manhattan to Southampton, 
R. Couri Hay is the spokesman for 
stars and VIPs. 

Hay’s storied career began as a gos- 
sip columnist in the ’7o0s. In his early 
days, he developed a friendship with 
American artist Andy Warhol. While 
learning from Warhol every step of 
the way,.Hay wrote a column and 
interviewed everyone from family 
friend Bette Davis to Warren Beatty 
for Warhol’s publication Interview 
magazine, he recalls. “No one knew 
more about art, marketing and pro- 
motion than Andy.” 

After Interview, Hay’s work would 
appear in celebrity, society and gos- 
sip‘columns across several other pub- 
lications, including People magazine, 
where he helped create the “Chatter” 
column, as wellas in Town & Country 
and Hamptons magazines. He also 
contributed to stories in The New 
York Times, New York Post, WWD 
and W. 

Hay then evolved into one of the 
most prolific names in the New York 
public relations landscape. His ca- 
reer as a practitioner has brought 
him and his company, R. Couri Hay 
Creative Public Relations, much ac- 
claim, such as being named among 
the “Top 20 New York City PR 
Firms” by Expertise for the sixth 
consecutive year in 2022. He is seen 
by many as the go-to name for PR 
advice — formally and informally 
counseling many of the “who’s who” 
in NYC and Southampton.

Shields, Amanda Hearst, Paris Hil- 
ton, Nicky Hilton Rothschild and 
the Trump family. “I’ve been to the 
White House under five presidents: 
Reagan, Bush, Clinton, Obama and 
Trump. I make it a rule to never turn 
down an invitation to the White 
House — no matter who is in power 
— because you never know who you 
are going to meet,” Hay explains. It 
is clear that behind the legend is a 
man with influence, impact and PR 
advice perfectly suited for a celeb- 
rity or a New York professional. 

“My forebear John Hay was a per- 
sonal assistant to Abraham Lincoln 
and co-authored the 10-volume biog- 
raphy of Lincoln with John Nicolay, 
and later became secretary of state 
under President William McKinley. 
My great grandfather was the mayor 
of Westbrook, Maine, so politics is in 
my blood,” he continues. 

Today, Hay splits his time between 
NYC and Southampton, and with the 
East End becoming more of a year- 
round oasis for the rich and famous 
since the pandemic, one can find 
Hay on Jobs Lane in Southampton 
throughout the four seasons. 

“The East End reminds me of 
growing up in Maine. I am lucky to 
live on the water in Southampton. I 
love the beach and ocean, the trees, 
the grass, gardening and the sea air. 
I am an ‘outdoor guy’ when I am out 
here,” Hay says of his fondness for 
the East End. 

On weekends, he can be found at 
Hamptons hotspots like Le Bilbo- 
quet, The Palm and Sant Ambroeus. 

And,. while the summer months 
remain the most happening time of 
year, Hay finds the East End’s other 
seasons a welcome escape from 
NYC’s hustle and bustle. 

“In the quiet season, I am gath- 
ering for lunch and dinner with 
my vaccinated friends. When the 
weather gets colder, everything be- 
comes more intimate, and thank- 
fully, we have time off from all the 
galas. I love being able to connect 
with friends and clients on a more 
personal basis,” he says. 

“Being in the Hamptons is the 
American Dream for me.”
